strike. Thuy dcnmncl ton shillings for tun hours' 
work. A committee of .six was appointed yes- 
tentay, who waited on the different Merchant 
Tailors of the city, and requested thi/ir acquies- 
cence in the demand. J!ut, as a general thing, 
they refused intoty to accede to their proposition. 
Only a few, we understand, were wil ling. How- 
ever, TVO are informed that quite a number of 
those doirif,' tlie largest business are out of town. 


Wo aro no special advocate of ' strikes'—be- 


lieving that, in many instances, thev result more 
to tile detriment than to the benefit of the dis- 
satisfied laborers. Still there may be instances 
where there seems to be no other alternative— 
where laborers must cither tamo! v submit to op- 
pression, or make a general break, and resolve 
to stop work until their employers will consent 
to givo them a ' lair day's wages for a fair day's 
work.' 


We think the journeymen tailors of this city 


demand no more than they ran earn, and that 
they aro certainly morally entitled to. ' The la- 
borer is worthy of his hire,' is a maxim that ought 
to be practically carried into effect, and we trust 
the day will soon come whon it will be. Wo 
hope our merchant tailors w i l l accede to the de- 
mand oi' their workmen. In thogenoralprosper- 
ity that is awaiting our community in the in- 
crease of business anil thrift, wo think the labor- 
ers should eornoin for their shrire.

Iftter published in ttie London Times, and 
written on bonrd the "Hermes," the vessel 
which conveyod Sir George Bonhara on his 
visit to the Chinese Insurgents, at Nanking : 


H. M. S. HEHHES, SHANGHAI, May 7, 1853. 


_ 1 have just returned from Nanking, hav- 
ing tHkeri Sir Geore Bo 
eorge Bonham there.. 


The Governor of this place, and other Chi- 


nese fiuthontiua, having proclaimed that we 
wore going to assist them with 15 steamers, 
and it nlsonpp.mring that the movement was 
religious, bit- George thought right, to show 
that we were iieutrul, and,' by going up, as- 
corttun their intentions! reltitivo to foreigners. 


On understanding from our messnngors 


that we were neutral, they flocked nn boni-d 
with great confidence, and continued to do 


£> there, evincing n 
so nil tho tiino we 
curiosity quite unusual with Chinese. They 
lot us know in > mediately thut they professed 
Christianity—Protestant Christinnity—and 
1 believe sincerely, [lnd many of them intel- 
ligently so; nor cnn there »o n doubt of their 
Protestantism, for thoir expression is char- 
acteristic ; they iilwnyssaid—us also the Itn- 
peniilists in spiking of them—that they are 
worshippers oi Jesti, in contradistinction to 
that ol worshippers of Tien-chu. They cir- 
culate tracts, not copied from Missionary 
tracts, but drawn from the Scriptures by 
theinaelves,_ nnd written in a far superior 
stylo ol Chinese than that current, or, per- 
haps, possible l,o foreigners. They are icon- 
oclasts, mid destroy every vestige of idol wor- 
ship. I hey adopt the Ten Commandments, 
translated by themselves, to which they have 
appended umn.tiitions; thus, they state un- 
der tho seventh Commandment, that smoking 
opium is always associated with the sin nieu^ 
tioncd thero, arid must be discontinued.— 
They behead for smoking opium, and bum- 
boo (or smoking tobacco. They said they 
had tho whole of our Scriptures, but wo on- 
ly saw Genesis. 


They aro very severe for any infraction of 


morals, rind separate tho sexes to prevent im- 
proprieties of liny kind. They hold an open 
court, confronting litigants ; not so in the old 
Cliinosfl courts, where they nearly always 
have resource to torture. They style the

it was obvious to the commonest observer 


that they were practically a different race.

On enquiring of nn imperialist belonging 


to tho gunboats above Nanking the en use ol 
the outbreak, ho said that a number of them 
were in the habit of meeting in Quaugai for 
die worship of Jesu, and that the mandarins 
prohibited them, stating that they allowed no 
societies for tho propagation of depraved 
doctrine; and as they persisted in meeting 
they had some of them beheaded. The re- 
uuiiiider took up arms in their own defence, 
commencing with yOO. They now state 
they have 1,000,000 adherents. 
I have no 


doubt they havo several hundred thousand at 
Nanking, Chin-giung-too, Yang-Chow, and 
Kwn-CJiow. 


They had about 20,000 daily employed 


while we were thero conveying rice into 
Nanking; and assuming that they had 1,000 
full junks, many of which, we know, con- 
tained about 400 tons each, they must have 
150,000 tons, all which the imperialists hnvo 
been deprived of, being government tribute. 
They aro organising their forces, and we saw 
them erecting batteries and puturig guns in

elations from time to time from God; bur it 
is to bo observed that these nre all respecting 
temporal things, and do not refer to the rule 
of life; they refer to things of temporary 
import. 


1 am the more inclined to believe that they 


do not hold these extravagant notions, from 
their saying that their scriptures wore the 
same as ours, und f.hnt we were brethren, 
&c., and from Tae Piog-Wnng so distinctly 
commanding thut his people should not use to- 
ward him even those expressions which are 
used in speaking of nil their former sove- 
reigns, such ns " supreme," "high," and 
"father," us these belong only to God. 


Then ho makes somewhat light of rulers 


in comparison of what the 'old covenanters 
and others would call "the elect," and prop- 
erly so when he says the rulers nre chosen 
of God and His children, but they who are 
goo;! are specially so. 


They have no priests or ordained teachers 


holding thnt nil believers are qualified for 
such purpose ; yet they have peoplo with 
ecclesiastics! titles. 


Bo they fanatical or not now, »s they take

throwing up breastworks on tho opposite s;de 
of the city to the imperialists, intending t< 
repel the imperialist flotilla, but there v n 
DO chance of its going higher than Cl in 
kiang foo. 


We observed that tlie houses of the bete 


classes of Chinese were sealed up by the n 
surgent chiefs, I fancy to prevent their LeiiiB 
plundered ; not so those of tho Mantcho is 
which they evidently considered fair game 
—the disgorgement of unjust gain nnd pit n 
der from them or other Chinese. Th»i 
clear principle is China for tho Chinese. 


It lias been argued that the insurgei ts

20,000 Matitchoos, even to tho infant at t 10 
breast, but they seem hostile only to thei i 
but it is still more horrible to think that 110 
Muntchoos, in two of the many provinci s 
cut off as rnnriy in the name of justice with- 
in the year (we know of 2,000 i'ti six weel-s) 
—and this in the mime of justice! T u 
former is the exception, the latter is the ru e 
it mny prove tho least sanguine practice ir 
the end. 


If they succeed—and I fancy they wil' 


and soon—they will deliver 300,000,000 frtm 
the grossest immoralities, the most grovi 1- 
ling of idolatries, and the most grinding o:

Hermes, and some few—very few—spoke a 
little broken English, and said they had benn 
at school in Hong Kong.

Ono said, on going down among our me i, 


that he was a Protestant; several said thi y 
were of the same religion as them; otheis, 
again, said that they were of the " Ton Cor i- 
mandinetit; religion," the same as the schorls 
at Hong Kong ; and one said he was of tl 
same religion as " King Victoria." 


When we went into tho city to sue tl e 


chiefs we were guided by a very nice boy >{ 
about 16, who, it appeared, had run aw; y 
from his father. 
He spoke good Mandarin j, 


and gavi) us tolerable information on son e 
points. The earnestness with which he ea- 
joined tho avoidance of certain vices and tl o 
adherence to the Ten Commandments . w is 
amusing, stating that they knew they wou d 
not win the empire unless they kept thei i, 
and ituerliirding this with petitions for a 
double sword. 


He told us that. Tae Ping-Wang hnd 


wives; the princes twelve, eight, six, four, 
&c. ; but that polygamy was uot allowi d 
among the people generally. But, on beii g 
asked whether they were small-footed, 1 e 
said they were nil large, as they came i p 
from Quangsi. This satisfies me that 1 e 
could not have been well informed, as I thir k 
it was impossible that they could have brought 
up sojnany from Quangsi, and thntit is veiy 
questionable whether they allow polygniry 
to any. However, it may be so, as they 
seem to have more knowledge of the O d 
than the New Testament.

have never been conquered, (and who live :-n 
the mountainous districts of Quangsi,) statf d 
that his people had had the scriptures for 2(0 
years ; and on questioning him through r,n 
interpreter, stated that these scriptures hid 
come down from heaven about 2,000 years 
before, nnd were the same us those the r< - 
mninder of the insurgents had ; that they 
had been taken to Pefcin about 1,000 yea: s 
ago; and that it was Whence his people got a 
copy, which they had multiplied. 
They 


were most hostile to the mantchoosfor the'r 
continuous persecution. 


I fancy they have settled the vexed ques- 


tion ns to the proper rendering of C4od inlo 
Chinese. I fancy they say, " I am Shangti*, 
and thou shall have none other eikons bi t 
me." 
I have no doubt they will also sho'? 


us thnt the Chinese translators have use 1 
other improper expressions, und have S3 
been understood, because the teachers tht t 
such translators have to assist, are seldot i 
Christians, and nre therefore nearly una< - 
q^uainted with religious nomenclature. A 
literary Chinese thinks very little of a ma i 
that u sea a ctwiinon-place style either i i 
writing or speaking. 


Their policy is only to be known by firs t 


knowing their religion : nnd this, because t f 
imperfectly understanding their languagf, 
we are not clear about. On the interpret- 
er'a first visit he endeavored to explain to on 3 
of the princes the power and resources < f 
England; he said, " We don't want to know 
that; we want to know your religion."

The bankers are al 
so leaving and-hiding their money, lest thej 
should be obliged to accept it. Four farnilie! 
havo been directed to make up nearly 2,000, 
000 taels, (about 7s. 6d. each, that of Key- 
ing and others, who have been prime minis- 
ter. 
The late Viceroy, who was killed a 


Nanking, had been ordered to be beheaded 
bis family havo been degraded, and his prop- 
erty confiscated, all which is producing sticl 
an effect thnt I fancy the mandarins are be- 
ginning to think of passing over to the in- 
surgents to save their lives. The Tontal o 
Shanghai, who has been the most active 
against the rebels, is suspected, and I believe 
even under arrest. 


HONG Koxc, May 2S. 


We arrived nt Amoy on the 23d, and founi 


it in the hands of a band of insurgents, ant 
learned that they had taken several places 
hers without much difficulty ; that in a space 
of forty miles they had met with 30,000 ad- 
herents, and that there was no chance of the 
imperialists being able to raise K sufficien 
force to overthrow them. 


Their conduct hnd been marked wjth thf 


greatest moderation, having reprelesSt! nl 
crime with a strong hand, decapitating sum- 
marily for grave offenses. They gave En- 
glish merchants guards to protect their live 
and property. 


We saw one of the chiefs, a small but in- 


telligent man. He said he was nephew to 
one of the most respectable Chinese resi- 
dents nt Singapore, where lie also had been 
He said he was n native of Canton, and line 
been branded on the face in Lin's time as an 
opium smuggler—unjustly he said:—anc 
further, hnd been banished to Quangsi. 
He 


showed us the mark, and snid he hud nt- 
tempted to burn it out, but made it worse. 


He snid this movement, equally with thnt 


of Nanking, hnd hnd its rise in Quangsi, 
though they were not absolutely connected; 
neither did they hold the religious views o! 
the others ; they retained idols ns an old 
custom, but did not worship them; they rec- 
ognised Tien Tuk ns their head, as they suit 
the otheri did, but those last, told ua'there 
had not been any such person. Tien Tuk 
they snid, however, was dead nnd that Tun- 
Ping-Wnng—who is, ho said, a brother-in- 
law of Tien Tuk—is the head of the move- 
ment, nnd they had written to offer him al- 
legiance. 


On being told thnt wd were neutral, he 


said, "Till we settle the empire we want 
"nothing from you, neither port dues noi 
"duties ; but we hope you wilt import rice, 
"and we will purchase it of you." 


A merchant nt Amoy, who speaks Chi- 


nese, nnd from the friendly terms on which 
he is with Mandarins, is considered the best 
authority, assured mo thnt there was no 
chance of the place being retaken. 


On inquiry here, I find that.the'"Labosen" 


spoken of with such respect is llev. Mr. 
.Roberts, at Canton, and he states that the 
Tae-Ping-Wnng" ("Prince of Universal 
Peace") was n student of his. and applied 
for baptism some years since. Lye, who 
was the chief with whom we were most 


correspondence, was u member of the 


Baptist Mission nt Cnntoo, used to preach at 
Hong-Kong, and was a teacher to Mr. Rob- 
erts. He told me he was personally nc- 
quninted with "Lobosen," and he was de- 
scribed to me at Hong Kong by one of the 
clergymen of this mission. There could be 
little doubt of his identity, as his surname 
agreed, and he had a double chin with a 
somewhat remarkable scnr on it. 
1 inclose a remarkable statement drawn from 


information of the nbove mentioned Mr. 
Roberts, but which was more fully stated in 
the New York Kecorder, of the 9th of Feb- 
ruary, 1853, which goes far to justify my 
conclusions, that our interpreters have not 
understood some of the writings of the in- 
surgents and charge them with very grave 
extrnvngnnces, when Pie merely means to 
say he hnd dreams or visions, and not, as they 
merely state, "revelations ;" yet it is by no 
means strange thnt among half educated 
people there should be some extravagance, 
nnd they must, be n remarkable people that 
there is no little error and so much truth. 


I hnve just learned that .an order was sent 


to Foochow for reinforcements to be sent 
thence to join the imperial army. There 
are said to be CO,000 troops there, composed 
of Chinese nnd Mnntchous. The Muntchpii 
general said the Chinese should go, nnd the 
Chinese said the Mtmtchous ought to go. 
The result of the conflict of opinion has been 
thnt no reinforcement went. 


The missionaries who came from there 


lately state thnt they had spoken to many in- 
fluential people, nnd that they nil said (when 
they could do so privately) that they and the 
people generally were only waiting an op- 
portunity to go over, and that when the in- 
surgents appeared they would declare for 
them. Many Chinese here state that they 
have been informed by letters from Pekin 
that even there the insurgents have adhore- 
nnts ready to join them on their approach. 


WAV 3«h. 


It is reported that 100,000 insurgents are 


marching on Canton. This is most probable, 
as they said they would some time since.— 
[ nin credibly informed that the Nanking in- 
surgents have received money from time to 
time from Canton, and the rising was the re- 
sult of the fall of Nanking. The Governor 
jreneral has of late been committing some 
attrocities in Qunngsi, and that may have 
precipitated matters ; if so, he will be made 
;o pay dearly for it, unless he take* himself 
off without much opposition. 


Except in the destruction of the Mantch- 


ous, their conduct teems to have been marked 
>y wonderful moderation for a revolutionary 
movement, and can it be wondered at that 
men, just emancipated and raised to moral 
status—which, it is true, Christianity only 
could effect—with a rapidity that left no time 
:o learn that "not by might, nor by power, 
>ut by the spirit of the Lord," in such a 
state of things as they were subject tn, and 
under which their people are groaning and 
;roveling, ahonld suppose that it was the will 
of Heaven—a holy work, by any means, to 
hrow off this incubus, and say to 300 mil- 
ions—Be free, be good, be great. 


I only hope yon may be as interested in 


ihis.movement as I have been ; then you 
will be able to overlook the faults of this, and 
excuse the length. I write to save post.— 
We are to state to day-for Shanghai if this 
news from Canton does'dot *top ns.
